Essays and sketches discussing the social and political prob- 
lems of the ancient world which are vital today. The au- 
thor’s claims to consideration include thoroughgoing scholar- 
ship, accurate interpretation of large movements and details, 
and the ability to sketch a whole period with a few signifi- 
cant strokes. ‘‘{One] might speak of the volume as ‘scholar- 
ship humanized, so warm and life-giving is the author’s pre- 
sentation of the subject matter.’’—Classical Journal, 5:184, 
F 10. All but two of the essays have previously appeared 
in various reviews.

Practically a compilation from the works of twenty or 
thirty authors, including quotations from two little known 
and unusually interesting contemporary memoirs and long 
extracts from Carlyle, Anatole France, Cambridge mcdern 
history, ete. Although ill arranged and uncritically inclu- 
sive the work contains valuable material and is interesting 
reading. ‘The fifty illustrations from old prints and_por- 
traits are chosen chiefly to illustrate the costume of the 
period. Too expensive for its value.

The first of a ‘‘General history of art’’ series to be pub- 
lished simultaneously in English, French, German, Italian and 
Spanish. The present volume by the director of the National 
Gallery of Ireland, a well known authority on painting, is 
light and small enough for hand or pocket and in typograph- 
ical dress similar to Reinach’s Apollo (Booklist, 4:122, Ap 
08) The arrangement is under topic (as architecture, the 
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minor arts, painting, sculpture, ete.) instead of a general 
chronological treatment. The illustrations include three color 
prints, several halftone plates and numerous small but clear 
text illustrations. There are bibliographies at the ends of 
chapters and a full index. On the whole, a well proportioned 
and stimulating survey written in vivacious and readable style. 
It is at once a chronicle and a critique, and while it contains 
some unsupported personal judgments its inaccuracies and 
omissions are comparatively few and unimportant.

A concise restatement of Mendelian principles, an admirable 
biographical sketch of Mendel and a succinct account of re- 
cent important discoveries in regard to heredity made by the 
application of his methods of research. Contains also a 
translation of the scientist’s long-lost papers on plant im- 
pregnation. The author was a pioneer advocate of Mendel’s 
theories (see his Mendel’s principles of heredity, a defence, 
1902) and is a first-rate authority on the subject. The pres- 
ent work is only second in importance to Thompson’s Heredity 
(Booklist, 4:298, D 08) and supplements it to some extent 
but is not as well suited to the general reader. There is 
a 17p. bibliography, numerous text drawings and diagrams 
and six colored plates.

The author’s husband was appointed British consul to Seis- 
tan, Persia, in 1900, and Major and Mrs Benn traveled thither 
by way of India. The book describes the camel journey of 
nearly six hundred miles from Quetta, Baluchistan, where the 
railroad ends, to Seistan, three years’ residence in Seistan 
and the return to England via Constantinople. Its interest 
lies in the unusual regions and experiences described rather 
than in any charm of style. There is an index, a folding map 
and numerous illustrations from photographs, mostly snap 
shots taken by the author.

The author writes excel- 
lent English but frequently uses awkward equivalents for 
French terms and a strong French bias is noticeable in his 
record of achievements. For this reason the book would be 
‘less useful for practical use as a primer of aviation than 
Rotch’s work of the same name (Booklist, 6:125, D 09) al- 
though the Berget goes considerably more into detail in dis- 
cussion of construction and management and the illustrations 
are better reproduced and include many diagrams.

The author’s scholarship is unquestioned and his style pictur- 
esque, but the translation is not always idiomatic. Not so 
useful as a brief historical survey as Havard’s Dutch school of 
painting, while Sir Walter Armstrong’s essays, The Peel col- 
lection and the Dutch sczool of painting, furnish valuable 
critical material in more compact form.

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leading characters are related in detail, and in spite of its 
evident bias it is an addition to Civil War history and a rev- 
elation of the misrule prevailing in the border states during 
that period. A more lenient view of Quantrill’s character is 
taken by Major J. N. Edwards in his Noted guerillas.
